Dr. Hunter and associates agree to 
boikl^uip aDd put into operation a 
rt ii fti itbe of railroad from some point 
on the Greensburg branch of the L. & 
N.I to Columbia, by January the 1st, 
Itn, if the people of tliis aeoiion will 
glTe the tight of way, survey, etc., and 
•M^OOO oaah when the road is com- 
pletod, and in operation Gen. James 
Garnett, of Louisville, conservative in 
his estimate of men, stated ttiathe 
had inveattgated the ability and re- 
aourceeof the parties who propose the 
huUdincoftheroad and that he is 
fiODTtnoed of their good faith and that 
they are amply able to build it. Dr. 
^ Hunter made a painstaking ezplana- 
" tioo, outlining his plana and giving 
the name of his associat,es and ttie 
reason for asking tlie contribution, to 
wMdi DO one interested in the devel- 
opment and \, tjf<iie of tliis part of the 
State could object. It is a clear, 
elean proposition made by parties ful- 
ly able to do what they agree to do, 
and is eubmitted to the people of this 
ooonty for Immediate aooeptanoe or 
rejection. The cost of securing tiie 
right of vray, surveys and organizing 
ecpeoaes is the only money neeessary 
to Ije spent by our people until the 
road is completed, and not a dollar of 
tins to be coUeeted or used until a 
contract has been made with Dr. 
Hunter and associates to build the 
toad. Just what will be needed to do 
this is problematical, but oectainly 
will not be ^pensive. There is an 
abmktaHwe of •tfdtaee to believe that 
the right of way will be freely given 
by the land owners through whose 
property the road would nm, and good 
reason to expect substantial aid from

There Is no 
time for parleys, long-winded dis- 
cussions and submitting other prop- 
orilloii^firtliepnMMlerof thla^an- 
terprise has fully and thoroughly 
worked oat every detail that leada to 
tht pnpoiitloii i«bmittoi«ai Ho oth- 
er. We all agree that we need the 
road; that it would bring rapid and 
ipii l g t ib ll i l developmeat; thut we are 
i'«ble to meet the requirements, but 
are we willing to do it? Failnre to

osition of Dr. Hunter appealed so 
slmnglyto aU thoae wbe beini 
that an organization was immediately 
formed to press Uie work to asuocess- 
fuU ooodostoalf itesabedooeinthe 
short time given.

A specimen of the architectu- 
ral and building abilities of 
George Washington is a 'brick 
house still standing in good re- 
pair which was built by the fath- 
er of his country in 1790 at Glas- 
gow, Ky , although it was Fair- 
fax Co., Va., when it was built. 
The building is a residence con- 
structed by Gen. Washington for 
the use uf his cousin, Gen. Spot- 
tiswood, who was governor of 
Virginia mt that Ume. General 
Spottiswoods was by nature of a 
very retiring disposition, and la- 
ter became a recluse. The walls 
are of solid brick, thirty- six 
incberthiek, and the floors are 
of hardwood, two inches thick 
made of chestnut and laid with 
dowel pins. The original roof 
was hand drawn ehestnut shin 
gles, one-half inch thick and 
fastened with wooden pins 
There is not a shingle nail in the 
entire building, for nails were 
not man ufa ct ur ed at that time. 
The i^aaa used in the building 
was imported from France, as 
none was made here, and many 
of the original panes are still do- 
ing duty, but the adki<A of the 
weather has had the effect of 
wearing them away, until they 
now are a little thicker than a 
sheet of paper. — Southern Archi- 
tect and Bttildinr Newa.
